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An Act o Inearporate the village of Lake Mills. Chap 239 
The people of the State of Wiecomein, reprentxd in 

Senate and Amiably, do enact ae followe : 
SECTION 1. That all that district of country included in 

the following descripthm, lying and being in the town of 
Corrnsto I/Mita  Lake Mills, county of Jefferson, and state of Wisconsin, 

viz : the south-east quarter of section eleven, the south-
west quarter of section twelve, the north-west quarter of 
section thirteen, and the north-east quarter of section four-
teen, in township number seven, (70 north of range num-
ber thirteen, (13,) east, in the county of Jefferson, shall 
hereafter be known and designated as the villago of Lake

fending and being defended, in all courts and places, and 
in all snits whatever. 

SEC. 2. It shall be lawful for all free male inhabitants 
wheisardeue- of said village, over the age of twenty-one years, to meet 
Um to be hold. at the Lake Mills House on the last Monday of March 

next, at ten o'clock, A. M. of said day, and choose viva 
voce, two judges of election and one clerk, awl elect by 
ballot one president who shall be ex officio a trustee, six 
trustees, one treasurer, one assessor, one clerk, and one 
marshal. 

SEC. 3. On the last Monday in March in each year 
Annual °leen" thereafter, there shall be an annual election of the officers 

of said village above specified, and the trustees shall give 
twenty days' notice of the time and place of holding the 
same, and they or any two of them shall preside at the 
same. 

SEC. 4. No person shall be eligible to any of said offices 
unless Ile he an elector and a freeholder in said village. 

When polls to SEC. 5. At all elections by the voters of the village, 
le opened. held under this act, the polls shall be opened at ten o'clock 

A. M. and continue open until four o'clock, P.M., and the 
election shall be conducted in a similar manner, as far as 
may be, to the election for member of congress. A plu-
rality of votes shall in all cases decide the election. 

SEC. 6. In case such officers or any of them shall not 
be chosen on the day herein appointed for the same, the 
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corporation shall not thereby be dissolved, but vacancies filler "4°14" 
of the office of president or trustees shall be filled at a 
special election to be called by the remaining trustees, and 
vacancies in all other offices shall be filled by the trustees. 

SEc. 7. All of said officers shall hold their offices until Term of Mee. the last Monday of March next after their election, and 
until others are elected and qualified in their stead. 

SEC. S. Every officer elected under this act, before he 
eaters upon the duties of his office, end within ten days 
after his election, shall take an oath faithfully to discharge 

oa 	t take the duties of his office, and to support the constitution of"' o. 
the United States and the laws and constitution of this 
state, and if any such person shall not take such oath with-
in ten days after his election, his office shall thereby be-
come vacant. 

SEC. 9. The treasurer and marshal, before they enter What offleers to 
upon the duties of their respective offices, shall severally give bonds. 

give bond to the trustees in such sum, with such conditions, 
and with such sureties as said trustees or a majority of 
them shail direct, which bonds shall be filed with the 
clerk. 

SEC. 10. It shall be the duty of the president to pre-
side at all the meetings of the trustees, to see that all by- 
laws and ordinances are duly observed, and to prosecute Duties of proe. 
all suits which may be necessary in the name of the cor-""- 
poration. 

SEC. 11. It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep a 
record of the doings of the board of trustees, especially of 
the passing of by-laws, ordinances and regulations, and Duties "elk' 
also a faithful record of all the doings and votes of the 
inhabitants of' said villwe at their annual and other legal 
meetings, and to keep on file all papers which may be or-
dained by the trustees. The revords kept by the clerk shall 
be evidence in all legal proceedings, and copies of all pa. 
pers duly filed [in] his office, and transcripts from the rec-
ords of proceedings of the board of trustees, certified by 
him under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all courts 
of the contents of the same. 

SEC. 12. The treasurer of said village shall receive all

for. All moneys shall be drawn from the treasury by 
warrants or orders signed by the president by order 
of the trustees, and countersigned by the clerk, who 
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shall keop an account thereof in a book to be by him 
kept for that purpose, which warrant or order shall 
set forth for what purpose the amount specified therein 
is ,t,o be paid ; awl the said treasurer shall pay out of 
the funds of the corporation in no other way whatever. 
Ile shall keep just and accurate accounts of all moneys 
and other things coming into his hands as treasurer, in a 
book to be provided by the corporation for that purpose, 
and which shall remain the property of said corporation, 
wherein 1u hall note the time when, the person from whom, 
the amount of the several sums reeeived, and the source 
from whenc:. the said sums respectively arose, and in a 
manner equally accurate and specitie, in the same book, 
he shall duly enter an account of all sums paid out, which 
book shall at all times be open to the inspection of the vo-
ters of said village. He shall, as often as they shall re-
quire, render to the board of trustees a minute account of 
all his receipts and payments.
